"It is likely that, while this joint .-om- 
mittees is in Minnesota, it may be di- 
rected to visit St. Paul to see if any deal 
can be fixed up with the authorities by 
which North Dakota officials could be 
allowed to take part in the grain .inspec- 
tion at Minneapolis and Dulutb. No 
definite plan for securing this object ap 
pears yet to have been worked out in de 
tail, but there is a general detnani 
among the tamers that something shoul 
be done." 


The provisions of the bill now unde 


consideration are in direct line with tb 
suggestions of the TBIBCNE in the for 
mative stages of the present session. 
The TRIBUNE claims no credit, but can 
not help feeling that the wheat growers 
of North Dakota are justly entitled to 
protection against alleged unjust dis 
crimination as regards grading wheat 
There has been so much said upon this 
subject that almost any kind of a law 
looking toward tbe protection of North 
Dakota wheat growers would be received 
with satisfaction.

The usual groups of silent, expectant 


eyed Kanaka men stood In the shade of 
the pier sheds, humble in attitude, chary 
of Words, and yet sweet nnttireil Some of 
Ihe men wore shoulder let* (wreaths of 
Bowers) over their labor grimed hickory 
•hirts, and the Kanaka women wore Iris 
in cross belt over their flowing white 
Mother Hubbards 
In truth, the flower 


wreaths were everywhere Staul, middle 
aged merchants among the white* wore 
them about their helmets and straw hats, 
and all of tbe white women In carriages 
bad belts of Hawaiian exotics. 


All of the Kanaka women had bare feet. 


They stood about in little pronps as silent 
as the men of their race. A few of tbe 
Kanaka women carried tiny brown babies 
—silent also. The youiiR women were of 
•varying degrees of beauty, their figures 
showing a uniform excellence of propor- 
tion. 


One of these Kanaka women at the dock 


on this brilliant January afternoon was 
particularly beautiful. She was clad like 
tbe rest of the women of her race. She 
was fully 6 feet 10 Inches in height, and 
the white silk cord with which, unlike 
the other Kanaka women, she drew her 
white dress about her waist, emphasized 
the splendid, heroic proportions of her fig- 
ure. Kaomouna seemed quite unconscious 
of her beauty. The young shipping clerks, 
hurrying to and fro on tho dock, with 
their pencils behind their ears, stopped 
suddenly when they caught eight of her. 
The women in the carriages, who had not 
been long down from the States or from 
Europe, saw Kamouna, and asked the 
women of longer Honolulu residence, 
"Who is that glorious creature?" Kao 
monna, with a very sad face, spoke only 
an occasional word to one of the Kanaka 
women. 


The Australia was made fast to tbe 


pier, and tbe passengers began to troop 
over the gangway. There was one man 
with his pretty young wife and 8-year-old 
little girl. The little girl was tbe flrrt to 
catch sight of Kaomonna as she reached 
the bottom of the gangway. She quickly 
freed her hand from her father's group and 
ran toward Kaomonna with baby words. 
Kaomouna smiled at the little girl, but 
did not offer to take her op. Instead, she 
folded her arms, looking down at the lit- 
tle pink faced child pleasantly. When tbe 
mother had taken the little girl, she raised 
her eyes to look at Kaomouna. 


"Did you ever in your whole life see such 


a perfectly beautiful woman f" asked the 
young wife of her husband In a whisper 
when be came np. "And Tits seemed to 
take to her immediately. If we could only 
have her for a nurse for Tital" 


Kaomouna heard her. 
"Kaomouna would love to be that," she 


replied in a soft Kanaka accented speech, 
smiling. Then a look of pain came into 
her face. "But It may not be—it may 
not be"—and with her hands at her eyes 
Kaomouna turned suddenly and disap- 
peared among the departing men and wo- 
men of her race. 


Three months later the parent* of the 
little girl were at the dock together to wit- 
ness for the first time the saddest of 
sights—the departure of the lepers for the 
island of Molokal. Tbe Kilauea Hou, the 
leper steamer, was out in the stream, and 
the lepers were being carried out to her in 
barges. A litter was borne through tbe 
roped enclosure for the lepers. On it lay a 
very old Kanaka woman in the final stages 
of the disease.

Tke Vmmt Lnrxplorrd Region* of th» 


IppCr Air. 


Above us there extend* a vast unex- 


plored space far more Interesting from a 
icientlfic point of view than the icy regions 
around the north pole. No one can reach 
the limit at the upper regions of the air 
and live unless he carries with him air to 
breathe and fuel to warm him, for at the 
paltry distance of ten miles above the 
earth the air U too thin to support respir- 
ation and the thermometer would register 
far below zero. It would be a region of 
perpetual snow on a peak of the earth if it 
should rice to such a height. A person in 
a balloon rould not hear a friend in a 
neighboring balloon even if they were near 
enough to shake hands. There would be 
no medium for the propagation of sound 
Waves 
There would, however, still be a 


medium for the conduction of electricity— 
» medium, in fact, of great conductibillty 
—almost as good a* a metal, and it is this 
medium at even a less height which Tesla 
proposes to urn in uis methods of trans- 
mitting power hundreds of mStes through 
the air without wire*. 


We live under a blanket of air which 


protects us from the extreme cold of outer 
space. This low temperature becomes evi- 
dent 14,000 or 15,000 feet above the «urface 
of the earth, and would, as I have said, 
reach a point far below zero at a height of 
ten miles. At this height w« should no 
longer observe the twinkling of the stars, 
for this scintillation is due to the move- 
ments of our atmosphere, which at the 
height I have mentioned would be ex- 
tremely rarefied. If one could photograph 
the sun's spectrum at tbig altitude we 
could greatly extend our knowledge of the 
shortest wave lengths of light, for the at- 
mosphere completely absorbs such wave 
lengths as are concerned in the X ray 
phenomena 
That this absorption really 


takes place can be proved In a laboratory. 


The heat and light which we receive 


from the sun arc thus greatly modified by 
this blanketing layer of air. The long 
waves of the energy from the gun are called 
heat waves 
The intermediate waveg are 


termed light waves, and we receive these 
iu full luunsure. 
The very short waves, 


however, arc stopped by our atmosphere 
and are transformed into—what?—Profes- 
sor John Trowbridge in Forum.

Iti Tr»»form»tloB Into th» Field of 


the Clot* of Gold. 


Roberta B. Nelson gives 5 very good 


Idea of the magnificent display of Henry 
VIII of England and Philip I of France 
when they met in good fellowship on the 
plain of Gulsnes 380 years ago. 


The king's retinue had been (elected 


from the noblest of the kingdom^ Wolsey, 
with his 300 followers, headed the escort, 
and was followed by dukes, earls, barons, 
bishops and knights, with their retainers. 
TBe escort numbered 4,OCX) horsemen, not 
Including the queen's esrort, numbering 
nearly 2,000 persons and 800 horses. 
The 


French king had an equally splendid ret- 
inue 
King Henry and his great caval- 


cade were tuken, on arrival at Guisnes. to 
the magnificent palat-e provided by Wol- 
sey 
There was an old palace there, and 


Wolsey had established himseU in that, 
anil erected one for his king. 
The palace 


\viui the most beautiful place imaginable. 
It had so many glazed windows that it 
looked as though built of crystal, and 
,much of thi? woodwork, both inside and 
out, was covered with gold. All the way 
from the gitte to the doot were rows of sil- 
ver statues. Inside, the walls of the cham- 
bers and halls were hung with magnificent 
tapestry embroidered In gold, and the ceil- 
ings were draped with white silk. 


But Henry was not to spend alt of his 


time la his fine palace, for tents had been 
erected on the plain, and in these the two 
kings and their suits were to lodge. The 
tent* of the French king were pitched just 
outside the walls of the town of Ardres
